W a s h in g t o n , March 9.—A member of 
the cabinet gave out an authoritative 
statement, wliich said in part: 
The president, in his annual message of De­ 
cember, urged that the customs duties* on trad** 
between Porto Iii co aud the United States I hi 
removed. 
W hat the president proposed wa* th at the 
United (States should offer the largest and most 
generous m easure of help to the distressed and 
suffering island, and he has never wavered a 
single instant in the object he nought. But 
when the tim e came for action in congress two 
tendencies were seen. On th** one Ic a1 there 
w ere good n;#r. aud nome business and .gricnlt* 
ural interests that, while rn>t objecting or little 
objecting to free trade w ith Forte Rico alone, 
feared th at free trade with Porte Rico would 
be made a precedent for free trade with the 
Philippines. They felt thnt there should be a 
distinct association and express power to im­ 
pose duties, however small, as nil assurance 
that this power was reserved for other cases. 
On the other hand, w hat the president pro­ 
posed as a worthy act of national generosity 
and liberal policy, was seized by political oppo­ 
nents nnd claimed as a necessary nnd inevit­ 
able measure of inherent constitutional right. 
They insisted that the constitution by its own 
force extends to Porto Rico nnd all the new 
island possessions and spreads all its provisions 
over them, including uniform taxation. They 
w ere eager to commit a Republican congress 
to tin* adoption of free trade w ith Porto Rice*, 
not as a measure of generous expediency, but 
because they could then claim th a t it had 
riveted a hard and fast principle which would 
tie the hands of the governm ent everywhere, 
In the Philippines as well as in Forte Rico, 
w ithout regard to varying conditions, and 
which would expose the adm inistration and its 
party to all the criticisms and attacks that 
would he made on such a position. 
It was a cunning game. hut it did not suc­ 
ceed. The apprehension of the honest obj**c- 
tors, who feared that the concession of full free 
trade to P orte Rico would lead to misconstruc­ 
tion, and tile designs of the crafty partisans 
who m eant that it should, were both m et and 
frustrated by the bill which passed the house 
and which levies 15 per cent. or less than one- 
sixth of the Din gley rates. That low rate in­ 
volves no possible hardship. It has the ad­ 
vantage of producing needed revenue, which, 
until civil government and law are fully organ­ 
ized In Ports* Iii.-o, cannot be raised as well 
from any other source. 
There was another point which was not gen­ 
erally understood. The bill provides that tho 
whole amount of duties on goods coining from 
Porto Rico should In* paid back to Porto Rico 
for the benefit of the island. Thus it fully har­ 
monizes with the object at which the president 
aiint-d, of relieving the trade of Porto Rico from 
burdensome restrictions anil of extending the 
largest degree of help; and when it was 
crowned by the president’s special message, 
prompt ly carried out by the house, providing 
not only that the duties hereafter collected, but 
that those heretofore collected, to the amount 
of |2,H00,000, should.lie appropriated, to be ex 
pended wholly in Porte* Rico for her develop­ 
ment and improvement absolutely, no ground 
was left for any pretense that the policy of the 
president and congress was in the slightest de­ 
gree harsh and oppressive. 
Nobody can understandingly object to the 16 
per cent duty, all paid back to Porto Rico on 
the ground that it is unfair and hard towards 
Porto Rico. He can understandingly object 
only on the claim that there is no power to levy 
any duty at all, and such a claim would leave 
the president and congress powerless and 
helpless rn the Philippines, aa well as in Porto 
Rico. 
Congress was aiming at the same result as 
the president, and the president rightfully ac­ 
cepts the act of congress. The representation 
that either was not in accord with the other 
disregards every essential element in the case. 
The country is starting out on a new depart­ 
ure and on a new experiment, and it is of the 
highest importance, for our own safety as well 
as for the welfare of the new peoples who have 
come under the flag, that we should leave our­ 
selves free to deal with each case as its own 
merits demand. The claim which insists that 
free trade go*-* by legal right to Porto Rico 
would bind us hand and foot. 
The partisans who liave sought to put the 
president and congress in a hole, have, perhaps 
unconscientiously, dug a pit for themselves. 
They will find that they have taken a position 
which would estop them from carryingout the 
policy they hav*- proposed for the disposition 
of the Philippines. 
It is enough for the present to say that our 
contention that tile constitution does not by its 
own force extend over the new possessions 
without legislative a rt is in harmony with the 
general tenor of judicial decision and legisla­ 
tive action from the acquisition of Louisiana 
down to Un* time.

The political heir of those who put forward 
the dogma that th** constitution of its own 
fore** carried slavery into tile United 8tHt«» 
now maintain the dogma that the constitution 
of its own force carri**** free trade even into 
the now island territory of the United (States 
without any legislative action. It is an inter­ 
esting circumstance that in this new epoch of 
our history th** Republican party is again bat­ 
tling tor a principle kindred to that which 
gave it birth.

Tin* bodies of those found in 
the mine art; badly scorched, especially 
the [ut t* riot protected by clothing- The 
skin is burnt to a crisp, but the features 
are recognizable and show no distortion. 
Tin- bodies are somewhat bialised, as if 
blown or hurled some distance, but are 
not mangled. 
The mine is very hot, 
and this makes progress slow. 
Tw enty-eight is the uumtier known 
to lie still in rhe mine. 
It had been re- 
ported that a second explosion laid oc­ 
curred, but this was denied by State 
Mine Ins J lector Paul. 
Tile work has processed 4,000 feet 
into the mine. 
Inspector Paul was in 
Charleston, in conference with Gov­ 
ernor Atkinson, relative to the m anner 
of holding an inqnest over the bodies of 
the victims of the mine disaster. It 
was decided to hold a general inquest 
today, in conjunction w ith the coroner, 
and if the result of it is not satisfactory 
a special inquest will be held by the 
governor.

The Bloemfontein police tried to 6top 
the retreat of the Free Staters, but they 
declared that they were not willing to 
light any longer, and they blamed Presi­ 
dent Steyn. 
Lo n d o n, March 9.—The Boers appear 
to have made no stand whatever, except 
that, while in retreat, they twice re­ 
puted General French’s cavalry with 
nile lire. As no report has beet made 
of the capture of prisoners, the enemy 


accept it as a fact, However painful, la 
added: 


Tho govornnipnt remains assured that tilt 
surrender will not discourage the burghers in 
the defense of their independence and standing 
as a nation. The struggle thus far has shown 
the republics have vindicated themselves as an 
indejiendent people. This reverse will not 
stagger us. In the st niggle for our cherished 
rights our belief rem ains th at whatever haj> 
pens tin* Lord still reigns. 
O w in g to the invasion of the Free State by a 
large terce of the enemy, and other circum­ 
stances, it became necessary to take up other 
positions, hence the Burghers in Natal have re­ 
tired to Biggarsberg. All the commandos hav* 
reached there safely, except a few, who rn 
tin*! in the direction of Van Raenen‘8 pass. 
Thus I.adysm ith and Kimberley are no m ort 
besieged. In retiring, the enemy was tim e and 
tim e after tim e driven back, so th at our laager* 
w ere not cut off.

W a s h in g t o n , March 9 .— A member o f 
the cabinet gave out an authoritative 
statement, which said in p a rt: 
I 
The president, in his annual measage of De­ 
cember, urged th at the custom s duties on trade 
between Porto Ideo aud the U nited States lie 
removed. 
W hat the president proposed was th a t the 
U nited States should offer the largest and most 
generous measure of help to the distressed and 
suffering island, and he has never wavered a 
single instant in the object he sought. But 
when the tim e came for action in congress two 
te n d e n c ie s w ere seen. On the one Ie id there 
w ere good n;sr. nim some business and .grieult- 
ural interests that, while not objecting or little 
objecting to free trade -with Porto Rico alone, 
feared th a t free trade w ith Porte Rico would 
be made a precedent for free trade w ith the 
Philippines. 
TI icy felt th at there should be a 
distinct association and express power to im­ 
pose duties, however small, as an assurance 
that this Dower was reserved for other cases. 
On the other hand, what the president pro­ 
posed as a worthy act of national generosity 
and liberal policy, was seized by political oppo­ 
nent* and claimed as a necessary and inevit­ 
able m easure of inherent constitutional right. 
They insisted that the constitution by its own 
force extends to Porto Rico and all the new 
island possessions and spreads all its provisions 
over them , including uniform taxation. They 
were eager to com mit a Republican congress 
to the adoption of free trade w ith Porto Rico, 
not a* a m easure of generous expediency, but 
because they could theu claim th a t it had 
riveted a hard and fust principle which would 
tie the hands of the governm ent everywhere, 
in the Philippines as well as in Porto Rico, 
w ithout regard to varying condition*, and 
which would expose the adm inistration and its 
party to all the criticism s and attacks that 
would be made on such a position. 
It wa* a cunning game. but it did not suc­ 
ceed. The apprehension of the honest objec­ 
tors, who feared that the concession of full free 
trade to Porto Rico would lead to m isconstruc­ 
tion , and the designs of the crafty partisans 
who m eant that it should, were l*oth m et and 
frustrated by the bill which passed the house 
and which levies 15 per cent, or less than one- 
sixth of the Dingley rates. That low rate in­ 
volves no possible hardship. It has th e ad­ 
vantage of producing needed revenue, which, 
until civil government and law are fully organ­ 
ized in Porto Rico, cannot be raised as well 
from any other source. 
There was another point which was not gen­ 
erally understood. Tim bill provides th a t the 
whole am ount of duties on goods coming from 
Porto Rico should In* paid back to Porto Rico 
for the benefit of the island. Thus it fully har­ 
monizes w ith the object a t which the president 
aimed, of relieving the trade of Porto Rico from 
burdensome restrictions and of extending the 
largest degree of help; and when it was 
crowned by the president’s special message, I in to 
prompt ly carried out by tho house, providing 
not only th at the duties hereafter collected, but 
that those heretofore collected, to the am ount 
of f2,n00,0U0, should.lie appropriated, to be ex­ 
pended wholly in Porto Rico for her develop­ 
m ent and Improvem ent absolutely, no ground 
was left for Hny pretense th at the policy of the 
president and congress was in th e slightest de­ 
gree harsh and oppressive. 
Nobody can understandingly object to the 15 
per cent duty, all paid back to Porto Rico on 
the ground that it is unfair and hard tow ards 
Porto Rico. He can understandingly object 
only on the claim th at there is no power to levy 
any duty a t all, and such a claim would leave 
the president and congress powerless and 
helpless m the Philippines, as well as in P orto 
Rico. 
Congress was aiming at the same result as 
the president, and the president rightfully ac­ 
cepts the act of congress. The representation 
th a t either was not in accord w ith the other 
disregards every essential elem ent in the case. 
The country is starting out on a new depart­ 
ure and on a new experim ent, and it is of the 
highest im portance, for our own safety as well 
as for the welfare of the new peoples who have 
come under the flag, th a t we should leave our- 
selves free to deal w ith each case as its own 
m erits demand. The claim which insists th at 
free trade k° ’-“ by legal right to P orto Ri< o 
would bind us hand and foot. 
The partisans who have sought to put the 
president and congress in a hole, have, perhaps 
unconscientiously, dug a pit for themselves. 
They will find that they have taken a position 
which would estop them from carrying out the 
policy they hav** proposed for the disposition 
of the Philippines. 
It is enough for the present to say th a t our 
contention that the constitution does not by its 
own force extend over the new possessions 
w ithout legislative aet is in harm ony w ith the 
g e n e r a l tenor of judicial decision and legisla­ 
tive action from the acquisition of Louisiana 
down to tin-, tim e.

f unerals Said to Have Averaged Four a 
Day, a t B raddock, Pa. 


P i t t s b u r g , March 9.—Malarial ty­ 
phoid is epidemic in Braddock and vi­ 
cinity. Some ascribe the causes to gar­ 
bage and tilth in the gutters and streets, 
to the many unloved alleys and by­ 
paths of the town, to the germ disturb­ 
ance from the digging up of the thor­ 
oughfares, to the flushing out of saloons 
and stores between the hours of IO a. 
rn, and noon, when the greatest num­ 
ber of pedestrians is out, and to the 
water, which has become impregnated 
with poisonous microbes from sewage, 
rubbish pools and old cisterns or wells. 
Doctors are overworked, typhoid aud 
other fever cases of malarial accom­ 
paniment are plentiful and funerals, 
largely of patients who have succumbed 
to typhoid or its complications, are aver­ 
aging four a day.

Crowds Paid H er I .oval T ribute Enroute 
to B uckingham . 


L o n d o n, March 9.—The queen’s ar­ 
rival in Loudon and the commencement 
of her visit to the metropolis were 
marked by scenes of enthusiasm unpar­ 
alleled since the jubilee celebration.

Tlu* president, in his annual nios-ag* at P** 
cember, urged th a t t he custom* duties on trade 
bet ween Porto liico and the L’nited States be 
removed. 
W hat the preaident propos«*d wa* th a t the 
U nited States should offer the largest and most 
generous m easure of help to the distressed and 
suffering island, and he has never wavered a 
single instant in the objeet he sought. But 
when the tim e cam e for action in congress two 
tendencies were seen. On the one hr id there 
w ere good mat; and some business and .grieulfc* 
nral interests that, while not objecting or little 
objecting to fr e e trade with Porto Rico alone, 
feared tliat free trad e w ith Porto Rico would 
be made a prec<<lont for f r e e trade w ith the 
Philippines. They felt that there should be a 
distinct association and express power to im­ 
p o se duties, however small, as an a—uran> « 
that this power was reserved for other cases. 
On the other hand, what the president pro­ 
posed as a w orthy act of national generosity 
and liberal policy, was seized by political opp<r 
nenta and claim ed as a necessary and inevit­ 
able measure of inherent constitutional right. 
They insist**! that the constitution by its own 
force extends to Porto Rico and all tlu-new 
island possesion* and spreads all Its provisions 
over them , including uniform taxation. They 
were eager to com m it a Republican congress 
to the adoption of free trade with Porto Rico, 
not as a m easure of generous expediency, but 
because they could then claim th a t it had 
rivet»*l a ha*-*i and fust principle which would 
tie the hands of the governm ent everywhere, 
in the Philippines as well as in Porto Rico, 
w ithout regard to varying conditions, and 
which would expose the adm inistration and its 
party to all the criticism s and attacks that 
would be made on such a position. 
It was a cunning game, but it did not suc­ 
ceed. Tim apprehension of the honest ohjer- 
tors, who fear*id that the conclusion of full free 
trade to Porto Rico would lead to m isconstruc­ 
tion, and the designs of the crafty partisans 
who m eant th at it should, were both m et and 
frustrated by the bill which {Hissed the house 
and which levies 15 per cent, or h-ss than one. 
sixth of the Dingley rates. That low rate in­ 
volves no possible iiardship.

!>end**l wholly in Porto Uieo for her develop­ 
ment and im provem ent a b so lu te ly , no ground 
was left for any pretense that the policy of the 
president and congress was in the slightest de­ 
gree harsh and oppressive. 
Nobody can understandingiy object to the 16 
p erc en t duty, all paid back to P orto Rico on 
the ground that it is unfair and hard tow ards 
Porto Rico. He can undwrstandingly object 
only on the claim that there is no power to levy 
any duty at all, and such a claim would leave 
the president and congress powerless and 
helpless in the Philippines, as well as in Porto 
lino. 
Congriw* was aim ing a t the same result as 
the president, and the president rightfully ac­ 
cepts the act of congress. The repn-sontation 
th a t either was not in accord with tlie other 
disregards every essential elem ent in the case. 
Tlie country is starting out on a new dejjart- 
ure and on a new *-xi>eriui(-nt. and it is of the 
highest im portance, for our own safety as well 
as for the welfare of the new peoples who have 
come under the flag, th at we should leave our­ 
selves free to deal with each case as its own 
m erits demand. The claim which insists th at 
free trade go.-*, by legal right to P orto R k-o 
would bind us hand and foot. 
The |iartisaiis who liave sought to put the 
president and congress in a hole, have, perhaps 
uncouacieutiou-dj, dug a pit for tlu*m*elvi«.
